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Foreword 


Rapid economic growth in East Asia has grad- 
ually shifted the world’s economic center of 
gravity toward the Pacific. East Asian economic 
growth has led to increased trade with other 
Pacific countries. The growing economic impor- 
tance of the Pacific Rim has also increased agri- 
cultural trade research. Much work is being done, 
but it is widely dispersed, and there is often very 
little communication among researchers working 
on similar projects. This directory attempts to 
identify institutions and individuals working in 
the area of Pacific Rim agricultural trade. 


The Pacific Rim, literally defined, includes the 
Pacific Ocean and all countries lying within it or 
bordering on it. This directory focuses on the 
institutions conducting research on agriculture, 
trade, and policies of some major areas in the 
Pacific Rim: developed East Asia, People’s 
Republic of China, Oceania, and Canada. It also 
gives attention, but less emphasis, to the 
Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), the People’s Republic of China, and 
the United States. 


The directory is organized by country, so that 
each country listing includes researchers in 
government, colleges and universities, and other 
research organizations. Each listing includes the 
name, address, telephone number, and FAX 
number of the institution, and the names of the 
persons engaged in research specifically on 


_ Pacific Rim agriculture, agricultural trade, and 


policy. A brief description of research on the 
Pacific Rim is also included. The directory 
concludes with a listing of the U.S. Agricultural 
Attaches and Counselors in the respective Pacific 
Rim countries.
